The 
wind was from the North at 5 miles per hour and the relative humidity was 71 percent. | began by driving along Highway 51 past the Perryville Industrial 
Park to State Route AC and on to James M. Eddleman Welcome Center parking lot (10:33 a.m. to 10:38 a.m.). | then drove back on to State Route AC to 
State Route V to Perry County Road 900 and on to Highway 61 (10:39 a.m. to 10:41 a.m.). | drove along Highway 61 back on to Highway 51 (10:44 
a.m.). | drove along Highway 51 to State Route AC (10:46 a.m.). | then drove along State Route AC to James M. Eddleman Welcome Center parking lot 
(10:48 a.m.). | drove back on to State Route AC and along it to TG Way and turned around and drove back along State Route AC to State Route V 
(10:52 a.m.) to Perry County Road 900 to Highway 61 (10:54 a.m.). | drove along Highway 61 to Industrial Drive (10:56 a.m.) to Walters Lane to 
Corporation Lane (10:57 a.m.). | then turned around on Corporation Lane and returned to Walters Lane and drove out to Highway 61 (10:58 a.m.). | 
drove down Highway 61 to Highway 51 (11:00 a.m.). | stayed on Highway 51 to Toohey Drive and drove along Toohey Drive turning around and driving 
back on to Highway 51 (11:01 a.m. to 11:03 a.m.).

All odors noted during this odor surveillance were faint and included 
wood smoke and diesel truck exhaust. No odor plume was found in the area near TG Missouri's property described in this environmental concern. It 
should be noted that the City of Perryville has maintenance and upkeep responsibility for the walking trail around TG Missouri mentioned in this concern 
However, the property lines for TG Missouri Corporation are unchanged. This odor surveillance was conducted on property not belonging to TG Missouri 
Corporation.

Mr. Buffington had made various attempts at providing photos, but failed to do so. On 1/13/2023, | visited the office again and Stacy Rommel provided the 
photos to my email. Some nylon material appeared present as well.

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Comments On January 9, 2023, | called the City of Dixon to see if anyone had been aware of the two buildings, mentioned by the CP, being burned down. | was 


referred to the Dixon Police Department. Upon calling the police department, | was informed that the Police Chief was under the impression that these two 
buildings were "pushed over" rather than burned down. 


On January 10, 2023, | visited the address mentioned in the concern at approximately 11:45 AM. | could see where two structures once stood. Both 
buildings were down to their foundations. The easternmost building had debris both on the foundation and scattered around the foundation including brick, 
metal, and other various debris. The westernmost building had debris on its foundation including garbage, metal, wood, and various other debris. There 
were a lot of trees around these foundations making it hard to see. | was able to take pictures from E 4th Street and the public sidewalk that lay in front of 
the structures. | could not identify any siding from where | was located. 


On January 12, 2023, | called the CP and left a voicemail explaining my findings. Similarly, | called the property owner of the two destructed buildings, 
Tanya Solan, and left a voicemail. 


On January 13, 2023, Tanya Wilfong (Solan) returned my call. Speaking with Tanya, | was informed that these two structures were over 100 years old and 
belonged to her mother. Once her mother passed, she took ownership. Roughly 10 years ago, the buildings were condemned and things such as the 
roofs, siding, doors, and porches were removed. Approximately two years ago, Tanya rented some heavy mobile equipment and pushed the buildings 
over. More recently, some of the trees on the property were posing an electrical fire risk with the electric lines overhead. So, Tanya took some trees down 
and burned them on the foundations of these old homes. 


?It seems to me that the CP may not have been aware that the siding of these buildings were removed some 10 years ago. The CP likely may have 
thought that when the trees were burned, so was the siding of these houses. 


Neither of the buildings mentioned by the CP were burned down. Instead, the siding, along with the roofs, doors, and porches, were removed from these 


homes 10 years ago when they were condemned. The buildings were pushed over with heavy mobile equipment two years ago and some trees were 
burned at this location due to them being a potential electrical fire risk. 


40 CFR Part 61 Subpart M - National Emission Standard for Asbestos was taken into consideration for these two structures being demolished adjacent 
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to one another at the same time. However, insufficient evidence was found to pursue enforcement this late after the demolition occurred. According to the 
property owner, Tanya Wilfong (Solan), these structures were demolished over two years ago, which exceeds the (two year time period for) the statute of 
limitations on asbestos violations.

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Comments = arrived at 12247 County Road 637, Dexter, MO at approximately 10:50 AM on January 17, 2023. | knocked on the door of the building several times, but 
there was no answer. | looked up Hessling Construction Inc. on Google and got a phone number for them . | dialed the number, (573) 614-5850, and 
spoke with Brad Hessling's wife. | gave Mrs. Hessling my credentials and explained that | was at 12247 County Road 637 for an environmental concern. 
Mrs. Hessling told me that they have moved their main office more towards town and that this address was basically just a shop for them. 


| explained to Mrs. Hessling that we received an environmental concern describing the dumping of hydraulic oil, motor oil, and other used oil products into 
a large hole on the property. | informed her that it was also mentioned that some burned heavy equipment had been buried as well. Mrs. Hessling was not 
aware of any used oil products being dumped, but did tell me that they had an excavator and a dozer down in Cash, Arkansas that had burned. They got 
the dozer back from the insurance company and hauled it back to Dexter because some parts were still functional and coould be used to replace broken 
pieces on other equipment. 


Other than that, Mrs. Hessling had no knowledge of anything else happening at this site. Mrs. Hessling took down my name and number and gave it to her 
husband, Brad Hessling, who was out looking for projects during our conversation. 


Not too long after | hung up with Mrs. Hessling, | received a phone call from Brad Hessling. | relayed all the information that | had told Mrs. Hessling to 
Brad. He repeated the same information that Mrs. Hessling had said about the burned equipment from Cash, Arkansas. As for the dumping of used oil 
products, Mr. Hessling was unaware of anything like that going on. He explained that there was a small apartment on the property they owned where a 
man lived. Brad had evicted that man who became irate and Brad believes that that man is likely the person who called in the concern. 


Brad brought up a pile located at the 12247 County Road 637 address that he had questions about. He asked what could and could not be burned. | 


informed Brad of Missouri's open burning regulations and explained to him exactly what could and could not be burned. Mr. Hessling thanked me for my 
time and concluded the phone call. ? 


Conclusions 


?While at the 12247 County Road 637 address, | could see no evidence of any used oil products being buried. Mr. Hessling has no knowledge of any 
used oil products being buried, but thinks that the Concerned Party may be an evicted former renter of his, who probably made the concern call out of 
anger. Mr. Hessling did explain about the burned excavator and dozer, one of which (the bull dozer) was brought back from Cash, Arkansas to be used for 
parts. No evidence of any violation was found. 
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Concern No. 52338 Concern Info CP states meat market incinerating leftover, unused carcasses. The smoke and smell fills a large area around the market 
and can be smelled from inside homes. Concerned about danger of breathing the smoke of carcasses. 


Comments Todd Raney stopped by this location on January 12, 2022 to confirm that the facility did have an incinerator. Mr. C.J. Mecille, Owner, stated that he is the 
contact for the facility. C.J. Mercille stated that this facility has had the incinerator for a year or two; but that they were not made aware of any air permit 
requirements and consequently, they do not have an air construction permit. 


On January 26, 2023, |, Dawson Bennett, was able to get ahold of C.J. Mercille, Owner of Mercille's Meat Market. C.J. informed me that the incincerator 
is a National Incinerator HD500. On their website, National Incinerator lists the HD500 as an "incinerator for swine disposal." C.J. says he uses the 
incinerator for mainly bones and hide. It isn't used very often at all. Since a few days before Todd Raney showed up, the incinerator has not been used at 
all. C.J. told me that he picked up the incinerator a couple years back in Alabama. 


| discussed with Mr. Mercille that in order to operate an incinerator commercially, he needed to have an air construction permit. | gave Mr. Mercille the 
contact information for Mr. Ryan Reed in our Permits Section in Jefferson City so that he could further assist Mr. Mercille with explaining the steps 
required to obtain an air construction permit for his incinerator if he chooses to go that route. | explained to Mr. Mercille that his other option is to cease 
operation of the incinerator altogether. | told Mr. Mercille to please get back with me after speaking with Mr. Reed and inform me on what his intentions 
are. | further explained to Mr. Mercille that due to his operation of an incinerator without an air construction permit, | would be issuing him a Letter of 
Warning (LOW). | explained that this LOW would outline the whole situation and provide "required actions" that would need to be taken in order to return 
to compliance. 


ALetter of Warning (LOW) was issued on February 1, 2023 to Mercille's Meat Market due to operation of a commercial incinerator without having an air 
construction permit. 


Mercille's Meat Market has been operating a commercial incinerator without having obtained an air construction permit. This is a violation of 10 Code of 
State Regulations 10-6.060 Construction Permits Required. Mercille's Meat Market was issued a Letter of Warning (LOW) on February 1, 2023 for the 
violation. Mr. C.J. Mercille, Owner, will get back with me after speaking with our Permits Section to decide if he will get an air construction permit or cease 
operation of the incinerator altogether.

Concern Info Holcim cement is supposed to be a dust free environment; but you can walk through any of the woods and see cement all 
over the trees and a thick cloud in the air consistently. 


| was contacted by telephone by Andrew M. Horrell, Environmental Manager for Holcim (US) Inc., on February 3, 2023 when he returned my voicemail 
from February 2, 2023. | discussed this concern and asked for his assistance and for any information that was pertinent. Mr. Horrell stated that the site is 
4,000 acres. Over half of the property is set aside for conservation. A conservation buffer lies all the way around them. He stated that it was 
approximately 1/2 mile to the fence from equipment that produces and handles the cement. Holcim has a working relationship with the adjacent 
landowners and has solicited information in regards to any problems the landowners see. There are several miles of boundary and this makes it difficult 
to know which wooded area the Anonymous Concerned Party meant. Hunters may trespass on to the property by accident and are informed that the 
property is private and is posted for no trespassing. The Ste. Genevieve Sheriff's Office would be asked to assist if any hunter decided to return. 


Mr. Horrell stated that one rawmill had been down at the time this environmental concern was received. The one rawmill's non-operational status means 
that the kiln was operating at a reduced production rate. There was no malfunction that would have potentially resulted in an increased emission rate, 
however. According to the 2021 data EIQ the annual PM10 for this facility was 465.7929 tons and PM2.5 was 428.9854 tons. 


| made an unannounced visit to Holcim (US) Inc. in Bloomsdale on February 9, 2023. | made visible emissions observations with Andrew Horrell of the 
plant equipment that produces, conveys, and loads out the cement at Holcim. Beginning at the rawmills, observations were made through the plant that 
included material storage areas, fuel storage and handling areas, conveyors, the kiln, finish mills, cement storage silos, truck loadouts, etc. These 
observations ended in the harbor with observations of the barge and railcar loadout areas. No visible emissions were noted from any of this equipment. 
The only fugitive emissions | observed were from the facility haul road as | exited the facility. The fugitive emissions from the haul road were not 
excessive, were brief and did not leave the property. 


No violation of 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.170 Restriction of Particulate Matter to the Ambient Air Beyond the Premises of Origin was observed 
during the on-site investigation. 
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Concern No. 52381 Concern Info CP states The City of Houston has their regular maintenance employees and contracted prison work release inmates 
removing asbestos from a structure that was donated to the city in a will. The employees are using heat to remove asbestos 
tile on the floor of the structure, and some of the employees are wearing masks. There is no other safety protocol which is 
currently implemented. This home was donated to be used as a public park with the house to remain intact. It is in a 
residential area. 


Comments On February 8, 2023, | called the phone number given in the concern report for Willy Walker ((417) 967-3348). This number was directed to the City of 
Houston Clty Hall. | asked to speak with Willy Walker, who is the mayor of Houston. Mayor Walker was out of the office at the time so | explained the 
reason for my phone call and was redirected to Mark Campbell, City Administrator. Mark was also out so | left a message for him. 


Soon after, | received a phone call from Mark Campbell. | explained to Mark that we received a concern regarding the removal of asbestos from a 
structure that was donated to the city in a will. | asked Mark if this home was planning to be renovated or demolished and whether the city had plans to 
renovate or demolish any other structures for this year. Mr. Campbell told me that this structure would be demolished and that the city had no plans to 
demolish any other structure this year; this structure was the only one. 


Mr. Campbell informed me that they did get an asbestos inspection done on the structure prior to abatement and he sent me a copy of that asbestos 
inspection report as well. Additionally, Mr. Campbell said that any asbestos containing material (ACM) would be bagged separately and disposed of 
accordingly. The only ACM identified in the report was floor tile. Mr. Campbell seemed to be aware of the asbestos regulations. 


?1 thanked City Administrator Campbell for his time and the information given and encouraged him to contact me if he had any questions or concerns 
regarding asbestos. | then concluded the phone call. 


The building being abated is a residential structure located at 1001 West Highway 17 in Houston, MO. According to Mr. Mark Campbell, City 
Administrator, this is the only structure that is going to be demolished by the city this year. This structure was inspected for asbestos prior to being 
abated. The asbestos inspection report is attached to this concern form. All ACM will be bagged separately and disposed of accordingly. The only ACM 
identified in the report was floor tile. Under Title 40 Code of Federal Regulations Part 61 Subpart M---National Emission Standard for Asbestos this 
structure is exempted in the definition of facility because it is a residential building having four or fewer dwelling units.

Comments On Friday, February 3, 2023, | drove by the location of concern at approximately 3:50 PM. | was given the directions that the open burning was occurring 
just past the first house on the right once you pass the train tracks on Zimmerman Lane in Bernie. | could not immediately see any signs of open burning in 
that area. | called the CP, Christopher Spitzer, and explained to him that | was in the area of the concern, but was not able to see much and asked if he 
could better explain where the burning was occurring. Chris told me that the burning was taking place on the opposite side of the road. From there, | could 
see the items that Chris was mentioning. | thanked Chris for the information and concluded the phone call. 


The first house on the left once you pass the train tracks on Zimmerman Lane is a metal house. Just behind this metal house is a field. In this field, | was 
able to see a pile of wood waste that looked to be mainly medium-sized trees (Chris Spitzer told me that Dale Young took down a tree line that ran North to 
South in that field). Additionally, | could see a small excavator and a trailer with several tractor tires on it. A bit further behind all of this was what looked to 
be a burn pile.

Dale Young of D & T Young Farms Inc. informed me that he is only burning brush in his field near Zimmerman Lane in Bernie. From photos that | took from 
Zimmerman Lane, a burn pile is visible in the background, but is too far away to clearly tell whether any tires had been burned. | informed Dale that any 
burning of tires is prohibited under 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.045 Open Burning Requirements. | also gave Dale the contact information of Josh 
Wilkerson for questions regarding proper disposal or other means of removal of his tractor tires.
